The Pacific Mail Steamship Company'* 
steamer Panama reached her Wharf at on* 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, bringing later 
news from all parts of the globe, a synopsis 
of which will be found below : 
California. 

Governor Downey visited San Francisco 
on the 1st inst.,- and was received by the 
military, the fire department and citizens, 
numbering several'thousands, who escorted 
him to his hotel. Numerous bannets were 
. borne i,n the procession and the utmost 
enthusiasm prevailed. Downey is probably 
the most popular man in the State. 

Considerable excitement exists at the 
Washoe mines on account of some portions 
of the celebrated Cortistock lead having 
been " jumped." 

The notorious Mrs. Cunningham, accom- 
panied by her two daughters, arrived in Sun 
Francisco from New York, on the 28ih ult. 
These women will be remembered lor their 
supposed connection with the Burdell mur- 
der in New York city, some years since. 

During the progress of the procession in 
honor of Gov. Downey, in San Francisco, on 
the 1st inst., a member of Engine Ci.mpiiny 
No. 14 was badly burned hy the ignition of 
some fireworks which he carried on his per- 
son. His name was Slorris Colin. 

Two hostlers in the Fust Oliice Livery 
Stable, San Francisco, have been arrested., 
charged with poisoning seven horses belong- 
ing to their employers. 

A negro man and woman — husband and 
wife — have been arrested in Sacramento, 
each charging the other with the crime of 
bigamy. The case is clear against both. 

Joseph Brewer, who killed the famous 
Ben. Moulton in San Francisco, about a year 
ago, died of consumption in that city, on the 
2flth ult. 

The new Jewish burying-grOUnd at the 
Mission Dolores, San Francisco, was dedi- 
cated on the 25th ult. 

A- lady. passenger on a shin lately arrived 
at San Francisco, has Bued the captain for 
seduction. Damages laid at §100,000 ! 
AVhew ! 

The Statea. 

The Convention at Charleston monopolizes 
public attention. Large numbers of dele- 
gates are collected at Washington. Douglas' 
friends nre confident of his nomination for 
tho Presidency. 

Rumor is rife that the lady of the Diamond 
Wedding has come hack again ; that she 
found her lord and muster testy, bad-tem- 
pered and penurious ; that the now duo in- 
stalment of the Fourteenth street house has 
not been paid, and that all round something 
" is to pay generally." 

There is every probability of the passage 
of tho Pacific Telegraph Dill by the present 
session of Congress. 

' The Attorney General concurs in justifying 
tho seizure of tho Mexican steamers. They 
are libelled as prizes, and the question will 
bo judicially determined. 

A company of Zouaves has been formed in 
Philadelphia, The uniform an exact copy 
of the French Guardo Imperial Zwaves. it 
is the latest sensation of tho city. 

Tho Detroit Free Pre.w says, threo years 
' ago a mnn invested $30,000 in real estate in 
Minnesota. A short time since, dotormining 
to realize what ho conld on it, he sold it for 
just §1,800. 

Potter and Prvor, of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, had g"one to fight a duel. Neither 
Tras in his seat In the House of Representa- 
tives on the 12th April. Tho wildest, rumors 
wore in circulation in Washington in regard 
to this duel, and tho intensest interest was 
folt. It waH stated that the distance was 
fixed at 50 yards, if rilles or muskets should 
bo used. Pottdr, it, is said, had offered to 
Pryor the chcico of shotted muskets ot bowio 
knives. 

Tho Shoomakers' strike in Lynn, Mass., is 
considered us ended, 
The Democrats hayo carried Rhods Island. 



The statue of Henry Clay waa inaugurated 
on the 12th April, at Richmond, Vn. The 
ceremonies woro very imposing. An im- 
mense crowd was in attendance. 

In the U. S. Senate, on the bill to grant 
$25,000 for five years to tho public schools 
being called up, Mr. Clark of New Hamp- 
shire offered an amendment, that a portion 
of the amount should bo applied to the edu- 
cation of the colored population. An ani- 
mated debate at once arose on tho question 
of negro equality, participated in by Mr. 
Wilson' of Mdssticnusetts, Sir. Davis ol Mis- 
sissippi, and others; but no action followed. 

A physician in Nashville, Tenn., was re- 
cently called to attend a sick friend, and 
while ho \ras writing out a prescription, the 
patient shot hint through the head, killing 
hint instantly. 

A Japanese, called Jackaloo, hos been ar- 
rested in New York, charged with murder- 
ing ;he captain and a hand of tho schooner 
Spray, in Long Island Sound, and robbing 
the vessel of four thousand dollars in gold 
coin. 

John Crimmins, convicted of brutally 
murdering a man named Mc Henry, in New 
York citv, some time since, was hung on 
the (ith of April. 

A man named Patrick Murphy attacked a 
poor inebriate in New York on the 4(Ii of 
April, and Ihrewirig him on the ground, 
stamped and kicked htm until life was 
extinct. 

Europe. 

The steamer Persia from Queenstown, Ire- 
land, with dates to the 31st March, had arri- 
ved at New York. 

The King of Sardinia has issued a procla- 
mation to the inhabitants of Savoy and Nice 
in relation to their future allegiance to 
France, as he deems that their "annexa- 
tion" to that country has been accomplished. 

Garibaldi has been created delegate from 
Nice. 

Sardinia retained the right, in loosing Sa- 
voy, to finish the tunnelling ot Mount Cenis. 

The Swiss Federal Council has protested 
against the annexation of the neutral provin- 
ces of Savoy and Nifce to France. 

Prussia had intimated to France that the 
rights of Switzerland must be examined and 
protected. 

Piedmontese troops entered Florence on 
the 20th March ; and the Sardinian garrison 
at Nice was about to return to Genoa. 

Austria had addressed a note to Sardinia, 
protesting against the nncxation of Tusca- 
ny, Parma and Modena, as deposing the le- 
gitimate princes and destroying the right of 
succession to the House of Hapsburg, guar- 
anteed- by treaty. 

The act of excommunication against all 
who gave aid or counsel in ilie rebellion, in- 
vasion or usurpation in Rotnagna, was form: 
aly published at Rome on tha 29th of March. 
No parties were indicated by name, but the 
excommunication was principally directed 
against Victor Emanuel, without naming 
him. 

One hundred, and seventy five persons 
were wounded by the papal commander 
Gen. Dearmes, when he charged upon the 
people. Among the number were several 
ladies. 

The French journals had commenced 
diatribes against England. Sir Robert Peel 
had made a denunciatory speech against 
Napoleon which was considerably cheered. 
Lord John Russell admitted that the French 
Ernperor'w course had produced great dis- 
trust throughout Europe. Great Britain 
desired to live on terms of peace with 
France, hut was ready to assert that peace 
in Europe could not be maintained unless 
the rights of each power were respected. 

Morocco cedes to Spain all the territory 
between the sea and the road to Tangiers, 
and twenty millions of piastres as the ex- 
penses of the war. In the meantime, Spain 
will hold Tetuan, and the Spanish Minister 
and missionaries are to reside there. 

Tho Spanish loss in tho battle of the 26th 
of March was estimated at 1,265 killed and 
wounded. 

Tho Chief Constable of the Isle of Ely 
had obtained warrants for tile apprehension 
of the pugilists Sayers and Heehan, and was 
in pursuit ofthern with a posse, to bind them 
over to kei-p the peace for twelve-months. 
Knowing ones say that tho tight will take 
place on the day named. 

Queen Victoria was expected to visit 
Berlin in June, to bo present at tho accouch- 
ment of her daughter. 

China. 

By the arrival of the bark Aurifera at San 
Francisco, we have dates from Hongkong to 
March 7th, boiisg seven days lator than pre- 
vious advices. 

Tho Hongkong Press says that the coolie 
slave-dealers had held a meeting and form- 
ed themselves in a sort of guild. The cele- 
brated Vargas, ot Whampoa notoriety, was 
elected President. It was resolved that not 
more than 820 should bo given for a full 
grown adult coolie, and that after u certain 
number had been barracooned, a division of 
ihfl victims should bo made. 



The news from Canton is alarming/and is 
of such a nature as may tend to complicate 
matters at this critical juncture. An organ- 
ized body of rebels or marauders besieged, 
the city of Tze Wooey, at no great distance 
from Canton. 

Almost simultaneously with this, there 
had been a rising of the people in the neigh- 
borhood of the White Cloud mountains, im- 
mediately in the re,ar of the city of Canton. 
The cause of the rising is not stated. 
Mexico. 

Advices from Vera Cruz of the 1st April, 
state that Miramon, by last accounts, had 
not been received in the city of Mexico. 

The wildest excitement existed at the 
Capital regarding the seizure of the war 
steamers by the United Stales ships. 

Another effort was being made by the 
French Minister to bring about an armistice 
between the Juarez and Miramon forces.

Appeal from Featua to Caesar. 

When Fraser wrote to the London Times, 
on the 25th January, respecting the election 
here, that — '■' the result is a triumph ot the 
influence of property, eapacily, experience, 
pruilent reform, economy, anil progression, 
over demagogism and its concomitants " — 
he never was more mistaken as to the mean- 
ing he placed on the sentence. The result 
as shown on the Foster resolution, and its 
other self the Coles' amendment, is clearly 
adverse to Donald's idiosyncrasies, and evi- 
dences both " capacity, experience, prudent 
reform, economy, and progression," in a way 
not expected ; whilst all the lack of " expe- 
rience and capacity," with " demagogism 
and its concomitants," corruption and 
shoulder striking proclivities, are with the 
government faction of Obstructives from the 
highest to the lowest. All that has been 
asked by the the reform party, is simply 
what any intelligent business man would 
ask in oriHr to define exactly his financial 
position. Not the smallest tincture of fac- 
tion was v sible in the demand; and yet 
their straight forward manly demand has 
been met by the most insulting and unpar- 
liamentary language, from ihose tied to the 
wheels of the government Juggernaut, 
backed up by threats of dissolution, and the 
refusal of the Governor, in answer to the 
Cole's amendment, to supply the House 
with the accounts in detail. The tacit refu- 
sal is made even more offensive, by His Ex- 
cellency not even tieiening to notice the 
accounts in detail, than if plain words had 
said, " take such accounts as I think proper 
to give you, or you'll get none. " The only 
recourse under the circumstances, both to 
define our financial position and to maintain 
unimpaired the dignity and privileges of 
the Assembly, is to appeal from His Excel- 
lency Gov. Douglas, to His Grace the Duke 
of Newcastle. 

Such a duty is incumbent on the Assem- 
bly for very important reasons. First, Gov. 
Douglas takes no notice of that portion of 
the address asking the accounts in detail; 
but merely advort- to the jumble of item* 
called " fur trade accounts," which appear 
as often on the debit as on the credit side of 
the balance sheet. Finding that the re- 
spectful request of the House is treated as 
not deserving of notice, and that the ac- 
counts in deiail are important to the country, 
the Assembly have no oiher rational course 
open but to apply at he;. dquarters for the 
information. 

In the next place there is every reason to 
believe from the admission of Mr. Cary in 
the House and in the government orgau, 
that an immense sum of money is due to 
the colony on account of town-lot sales, and 
that at the same time the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany demand a large payment from the 
Home Government fur colonizing the Island 
(a thing never done) before they will re- 
lease it. With the admission of the At- 
torney General on one side, and the claim 
on the other, it becomes still more a duty to 
lay these facts before Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment, not only to save the Imperial treasury 
from an unjust claim ; but to expedite the 
transfer of the monies illegally withheld 
from the territorial revei.ue lo the colonial 
treasury. It is only special pleading to say 
that the Home Government has not sought 
any information of this colony as regards the 
accounts in course of settlement. The rea- 
son is plain why it has not. The govern- 
ment personified in Governor Douglas is 
directly interested in ob aining as lnrge 
an amount of money from the Imperial 
Treasury as possible for dividends to the 
stockholders in England ; whilst he in 
return suffers the town-lot sales lo be with- 
held and divided with the " Fur Trade 
Branoh" here. What honest reason other 
than this could ho have in making himself 
antagonistic to the House and the interests 
of the country ? None whatever. Were he 
possessed with a disposition to serve the 
oountry in his exalted oliice as an honest 
public servant, Cary would never have been 
instigated to assume a faclious position ad- 
verse to every principle of public honesty ; 
but His Excellency would have, with 
the greatest readiness, opened the public 
archives and submitted the accounts to 
the supremo auditors of tho country. Is it 
not then very evident that he is obstructing 
the public service to servo private interest? 
Tho remark put in the mouth of Cary that 
t was recorded in the journals of the House 
ihat the II ome Government had refused tho 
tnterfcrenco of this colony in the settlement 
hf tho corupan v'n nccounts i" without foundn 



tion. Earl Carnarvon wrote that if the col- 
ony wanted commissioners sent out, it must 
send a definite statement of the grounds on 
which investigation was claimed. Had that 
been dono by tho last House, wo would pro- 
bably have lind a commissioner hero long 
ere this, and the trumped-up claims would 
long ago have been blown to the winds. But 
the Homo Government does not know the 
real state of matters here ; the Governor has 
never told it ; and consequently it remains 
for tho present Assembly to lay tho matter 
in nil its nakedness before tho Duke of New- 
castle. If such is not done by the members, 
there will he found patriotic men enough out- 
side the House to do it without delay. 

Again: tho Governor says he has received 
no intimation from the Home Government 
whether its liabilities to the company will be 
charged to the colony or not. Thus plainly 
showing that he believes there are liabili- 
ties, when his Attorney General admits 
thousands to be due to us; but he is igno- 
rant as to whom they will finally be chatga- 
ble In this slate of uncertainty, the men 
who would place on the country a responsi- 
bility of fully £24,000 a year, without know- 
ing its actual position, would deseive public 
censure at every street corner, or would 
more properly deserve to bo sent back to 
their constituents by dissolution of the As- 
sembly. Nothing but recklessness of the 
public weal can be attributed to men who 
would vote enormous estimates, with the 
public lands still in the bauds of the Hud- 
son Bay Company, Who over heard of a 
colony taking on itself a Civil List without 
first knowing that the Home Government 
had the lauds at its disposal ? No one, ex- 
cept here; and yet if the accounts are not 
settled, the lands may still remain in the 
present position for years, the Duke of New- 
castle to the contrary, and the colony be 
forced to meet the annual estimates. W'e 
concur with no such sentiments ; but recom- 
mend definite inquiries of the Home Gov- 
ernment as to it* intentions respecting us. 

Were more necessary to convince the 
most obtuse or incorrigible bow recreant to 
their pledges would bo the members, were 
they to vote the estimates submitted, all 
that need be done is to glance at tlnm. 
Summing up the whole, they will amount 
to near £21,000 for 18u'0. With a popu- 
lation of 3000 — and we have less — the 
tax would be: to each man, woman 
and child £8, or S 10 each — a tax 
too enormous to be harbored for a moment, 
and one that could only rouse a feeling akin 
to rebellion ; a tax treble that of the most 
tax-ridden country in the (world. Dodtint 
from the population one half for women and 
children and wo have 1500. The tax nt 
this rate would be £16 or $80 each I No 
community could bear it. But we may safe- 
ly with our transient population, reduce it 
one third and we have 1000 tax payers in 
the colony: and the rate nt which each would 
be taxed would be £24 per head. Taking 
property as the best and only security 
fur its payment it is seen that the estimates if 
adopted to meet the requirements of needy 
office-seekers, or to avoid investigation into 
our accounts, and thus procrastinate " f./r 
years '' would force property into the mar- 
ket at a sacrifice, and our population would 
vanish as before from our shines. Nothing 
remains for reasonable men to do but apply- 
to the Home Government for every informa- 
tion as regards our financial position, before 
saddling ourselves with a Civil List loo 
heavy for us or our children to bear. 

Clearing Tns Streets. — About seven 
o'clock every evening tho policemen begin 
the arduous task of driving the Indians and 
squaws to their encampments. Starting 
from the centre of Government street, one 
walks .in a northerly direction to Johnson, 
and the other southerly towards Tales, and 
then down those two last streets towards the 
bridge loading to the villages. Every squaw 
or buck met on tho routo, is turned "face 
about" and compelled to precede the police- 
men ; and if found in the streets after dark, 
is immediately marched off to the "chienmun 
house," where they stand a very good chance 
of losing all the ''hair on the top of their 
heads," in the mnrnintr.

They were 
brought from Port Douglas, B. C, at which 
place they were sentenced to six months 
hard laboi, on a conviction of having rav- 
ished a squaw. They are Mexicans, and 
were engaged in packing over the Lillooet 
rou te.

Chinese Immigration. 

The lute arrivals of Chinese emigrants in our 
porn, open before us a new era, not only in our 
commercial rclutions, but as regards the produc- 
tive population necessary to open up the wealth of 
our gold fields. 

Far removed from other British colonics and un- 
aided by the Imperial Government, the develop- 
ment of rhe gold resources of our sister colony 
appeared bo remote as to produce gloom and 
dissatisfaction. That the gold existed all were 
convinced ; but how it might he produced in 
quantities sufficient to attract the attention of emi- 
grants from ihe British North American provinces 
and Great Britain, and nearer still, of the British 
population in California remained a problem un- 
solved. China and its horde of laborers have 
stepped forward to relieve our wants and solve the 
difficulty, Chinese appear on our shores ns the 
pioneers of wealth yet to bo discovered; and what 
is more vitally inportant, the pioneers of the great 
work that lies before us— the uniting the com- 
merce of t he Atlantic and the western shores of 
the old world with tho East by railway enterprise 
across the continent. Statesmen and merchants 
have long foreshadowed this necessity. It now 
assumes a more tangible, form by the initiative 
taken by native Chinese merchants themselves in 
consigning vessels laden with laborers and Chi- 
nese produce to our port. 

All the menus are working towards this end. 
California aids us by its expulsion of labor from 
her gold fields, and little thinks how this one act 
teiuls to. supplying our wants for manual laborers; 
besides which, by depriving herself of the indus- 
trial papulation of China, she destroys a part of 
the commercial commodity called passengers' 
freight, without which, the shipping interests suf- 
fer. It remains lor tha merchant trailing between 
China and .San Francisco to experience the effect 
of the prohibition, and whether the California 
Chinese traile will not fall off and naturally How 
into the country 10 which Chinese have emigrated, 
Our opinion is "that the day is not fnr distant when 
California will draw her supplies from the free 
ports of Vancouver Island. The commerce of 
China will not be alone directed to our ports. All 
goods, not American, destined for consumption in 
every market from Sitka to tho const of Mexico, 
will lind their best market here. The federal, 
state, and municipal charges, and obstructions to 
trade imposed In 8«n Francisco, and in all Amer- 
ican ports, must naturally send ship* and foreign 
merchandise to free ports. Let us then he hut 
true in every minute particular to the principles 
of free trade, and we need nut fear for our ultimate 
and speedy greatness. 

It ii pleasing to know that the intentions of our 
government towards this immigration is just and 
reasonable. Invidious taxation, we are assured, 
will not he made; and, if the newly arrived popu- 
lation manifest a determination to support nnd 
abide by the law, ihey will have the same immu- 
nities from taxation as subjects of any other na- 
tion. 

Of the national characteristics of Chinamen lit- 
tle is known, from what is reported of Chinese 
character in Canton, Shanghae and Hongkong 
can be no criterion to the habits and mode of life 
of the Innumerable population who reside in the 
rural districts. • "The traits of the low rabble in 
Canton must not be mistaken for Imperial charac- 
teristics," writes Mr. Fortune, after nine years' 
experience in Ihe interior of China, where his bo- 
tanical researches enabled him to mix with the 
people, and to form a judgment respecting their 
peculi r civilisation. lie mentions in glowing 
terms of universal application their patience, so- 
briety, industry and frugality. 'I he lute arrivals 
here are the rural, and not the civic population. 
We shall soon be able to form our own opinion of 
their worth as laborers, and usefulness as foreign- 
ers on our soil. Our prediction is, that while 
British Columbia profits directly by their labor, 
Indirectly uur commercial prosperity is assured. 

In reviewing our position with China, we draw 
the practical inference that the present duty of 
the merchant here is to devise means for making 
direct shipments to China. Our coal fields, fish- 
eries and forests are the sources of our exports. 
Capital judiciously spent in undertakings of this 
character will not fail to realize guod returns in 
foreign marki ts. •

Arrival of the Eliza Anderson, 

This steamer arrived from the Sound on 
Tuesday morning, and Purser Lowell has 
laid upon our table copies of the Puget 
Sound Herald and Pioneer and Democrat 
from which journals we extract the follow- 
ing items : 

Steambr Hanobr Sunk. — We are in- 
formed by Mr. 1'illson, of Sawnmish county, 
that the steamer Ranker. Captain Swindall, 
went ashore at high tide, on a bar near the 
mouth of Skookum Bay, on Thursday morn- 
ing last. She had been taking in wood at 
Mr. Vaughn's point, anil was on her way 
up to this place, having on board the freight 
ot the bark Otk, lately arrived from Sun 
Francisco. It is supposed she was unable 
to stern the tide, which here runs like a 
mill-race, and that becoming unmanageable, 
she swung upon the bar. The extent of the 
damage to steamer or cargo our informant 
did not know. 

Home Abain. — Capt. Hunt's company re- 
turned to this post this evening from San 
Juan, on board the U. S. steamer Massa- 
chusetts. Capt. Pickett's company was left 
on the island in its stead : having been 
removed thither previous to the departure 
of Capt. Hunt. The Massachussetts will 
next remove the force from Fort Townsend, 
(under Major Haller) to this post ; the pur- 
pose bfiing to break up that post, as well as 
the post at Bollingham Bay. 

The baik Architect is at Belhngham Bay. 
She will load with coal for San Francisco. 

The new steamer at Port Ludlow, will he 
launched on the 12th instant (Saturday.) 
The Eliza Anderson will leave Olympia 
Saturday morning, at daylight, on an excur- 
sion trip. 

The Shooting Case. — The examination 
into the case of Edward Carney, charged 
with shooting at John Sullivan, at the 
boarding-house of Mrs. Coyle on Johnson 
street, about six o'clock on Monday evening 
last, was concluded yesterday in the Police 
Court. The evidence went to show that 
Carney had been a visitor at the house for 
some time; and that Sullivan, lately arrived 
from the Sound, had taken charge of the 
house during a slight illness of the land- 
lady; that Carney and Sullivan had a dis- 
pute, which ended in the latter putting 
Carney out ; and Carney in attempting to 
force his way back, drew a pistol, which 
Sullivan grasped ; a strugoje ensued, and 
the pistol went off, fortunately injuring no 
one. There was no evidence to prove the 
cocking of the pistol. After the shot had 
been fired, Sullivan wrenched the weapon 
from Carney, and beat him over the head 
with it ; and officer Wiehe arrived and 
arrested them both. Judge Pemberton sent 
Carney to the Court of Assizes for trial. 
Several respectable citizens certified to the 
previous good character of the prisoner, and 
stood ready to go his bail ; but the Judge 
said he shuuld take the matter under con- 
sideration, as to whether it was a bailable 
offence ; and in the meantime, he should 
commit the prisoner to jail. 

Arrival ok the Wilson G. Hunt, — The 
Wilson G. Hunt Arrived about 11 o'clock lust 
night. Ballou's Express brought 1512,000 
in dust; Jeffray & Co., $4000. H. Lee Alley, 
Esq., informs us that Gen. Palmer has arrived 
at Cayoosh with a portion of his mules from 
Oregon. Bank diggings have been discovered 
at Lytton City which pay well. Hazell, one 
of the three men arrested on a charge of rob- 
bing; Romano's store nt Fort Yale, has been 
discharged ; Spraeuo and Ross were com- 
mitted for trial in July next. Most of 
fSprague's gang have gone on to Lytton City 
No mule train has vet arrived at Yale.

Hunt will leave on Saturday next, for an 
excursion trip to Port Ludlow, W. T. This 
will afford a fine opportunity to parties de- 
sirous of witnessing the launch of the new 
steamer at Port Ludlow on Saturday after- 
noon. A ball will be given in the evening 
of the same day, at which the fair sex from 
all parts of the Sound will "trip tho light 
fantastic."

Agriculture. 

The antiquity of tlio husbandman's art is 
certainly not to be eoiitestud by any oilier. 
The three tirsl rriiiii in the world voie a 
gardener, a ploughman, and a grazier; and 
if any man object that the second of these 
was a murderer, I desire he would consider 
that as soon as he was so, he quitted our 
professing and turned builder. It is for Ih is 
leaiiotl, [ suppose, that Ecclesiasticus for- 
bids us to bate husbandry ; because, says 
he, the Most High God bus created it. We 
were all born to this art, and taught by na- 
ture to nourish our bodies by the same earth 
out of which they were made', anil to which 
they must return and pay at last for their 
sustenai.ee. 

Beheld the original and primitive nobility 
of all those great persons who are too proud 
now, not only to nil the ground, but almost 
to tread upon it. Wa may say what we 
please of cines, and lions rampant, ami 
spread eagles in fields d'or or d' urgent; but 
if heraldry were guided by reason, a plough 
in a field arable would be the most noble 
and ancient arms. 

All Uiese considerations make me fall into 
the wonder and complaint of Columel a, 
how it should come to pass that all arts anil 
sciences, metaphysics, physics, molality, 
mathematics, logic, rhetoric, etc., which are 
all, I giant, good ami useful faculties, (ex- 
cept only metaphysics, which 1 do not know 
whether it be anything or no,) but even 
Vaulting, funning, t|auciilg, attiring, cookery, 
carving, and such like vanities, shall all 
have public schools and masters ; and yet 
that we should never see or hear of any man 
who look upon him the profession of teach- 
ing this so pleasant, .-o virtuous, so profit- 
able^ so hunorable, so necessary art. 

Food for Cows. — M. Chabert the direc- 
tor of the Veterinarian School, at Allred, 
England, had a number of cows which 
yielded twelve gallons of milk each day. 
In his able publication on this sntiject, lie 
observes dial cows fed in Winter, on dry 
substance alone, yielded less milk than those 
that are kepi on a green diet, and also that 
their milk lose£ much of its good quality. 
He publishes the following receipt, by the 
use of which his cows afforded him an equal 
quantity and quality of milk duriny the 
Winter as during the Summer; — Take a 
bushel of potatoes, break 1 hem whilst raw, 
place them in a barrel standing up, putting 
in successively a layer of bran, anil a small 
quantity of yeast in the middle ol the mass, 
which is to be left there to ferment during a 
whole week, and when the vinous ta-Me has 
pervaJed the whole mixture, it is then given 
to the cows, who eat it greedily. 

Tut: Skv an I n n t cato a of the Wea- 
ther-. — The colors ol the sky at particular 
times afford wonderfully good guidance. 
Not only does a rosy sunset presage fair wea- 
ther, and a ruddy sunrise bad weather, but 
there are other lints which, speak with 
equal clearness and accuracy. A bright 
yellow sky in the evening, indicates wind ; 
a pale yellow, wet; a neutral yray color, 
constitutes a favorable sign in the morning. 
The clouds again, are lull of meaning in 
themselves. If their forms are soft, and un- 
delined, and feathery, the weather will be 
fine ; if the edges are hard, sharp, definite, 
it will be loul. Geiieraly speaking any deep 
unusual hues, betoken wind or rain : while 
the more quiet and delicate tints bespeak 
lair weather. Simple as these maxims are, 
the British lioard of Trade lias thought lit 
to publish them for the use of seafaring 

men.
